1 . The papers filed 10-03-03 have been received and entered. The Applicant has 
canceled claims 1-1 1 and added claims 12-13 to the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Hirai (U.S. Patent 6,587,370). 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Regarding claim 12, Hirai discloses a method of driving a memory (figure 1) 
which has a plurality of variable resistors (r1 1-r33) arrayed in a matrix, a plurality of 
switches (T1 1-T3) connected to the plurality of variable resistors, and a plurality of bit 
lines (BL1-BL3) arranged on respective rows of the matrix, one terminal of each variable 
resistor being connected to a corresponding bit line, and the other terminal being 
connected to a corresponding switch, comprising: reading information of the bit lines 
(columns 9 and 10); and while reading information from a selected one of the bit lines, 
selectively keeping one of the plurality of variable resistors connected to the selected bit 
line (in order to read data from a bit line at least one variable resistor is connected to a 
selected bit line). 

Regarding claim 13, Hirai also teaches the step of, simultaneously with turning 
off one of the switches, turning on the switch corresponding to the variable resistor to be 
read next (2 cells cannot be turned on at a same time and for quick reading of data, one 
switch must be turned off simultaneously with another switch turned on.)
